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The Drawings of 12-23-2005 have been accepted. 
Restriction is required as follows: 

Gp. I Claims 1-9 and 22 drawn to 7-ethynyl-2,4,9-trithiaadamantane and a 
method of making it classified in Class 549, subclass 26. 

Gp. II claims 10-21,23 and 24 drawn to molecular wires having a 
trithiaadamantane surface anchor classified in Class 428. 

Invention II is independent from Gp. I in that the trithiaadamantane ingredient in 
Gp. II is of course broader than the specific trithiaadamantane of Gp. I. 

Thus the restriction requirement is proper. 

Mr. Moxon elected to prosecute Gp. I with traverse. 

Gp. I was examined and found to be allowable. 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Moxon on 10-30-2008. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Non-elected claims 10-21,23 and 24 have been canceled without prejudice. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
acetylene moiety on the 7-position of the trithiaadamantane nucleus renders the 
compound novel and unobvious. The method of making it is also novel and unobvious.
